On April 14 and 15 the Hart- 
nell Horseman’s  Associatiom 
will sponsor the annual Hart- 
nell College Intercollegiate 
Rodeo. 


When “July” is heard by 
Salinas citizens, the famous 
Salinas California Rodeo comes 
to mind, When college stu+ 
dents hear the word “April” 
it immediately brings to mind’ 
the annual Hartnell College 
Rodeo. 


The National Intercollegiate 
Rodeo Association (NIRA) was 
founded way back in 1948 and 
has been rapidly growing since 
that time. The organization is 
divided into 10 regions and in- 
cludes all of the western, 
southwestern, and 4d number 
of the midwestern states. 


Over 125 universities and 
colleges have NIRA _ rodeo 
clubs and over 1,335  individ- 
ual members. 


Of the top 15 cowboys in 
each event in professional 
rodeo, 24 of them are former 
collegiate hands. The RCA 
(Rodeo Cowboys Association) 
1972 “Rookie of the Year” 
was Dave Brock, fresh from the 
halls of ivy in Pueblo, Colo- 
rado, and perhaps on his way 
to a: future World Champion- 
ship. 


Some of the more famous 
contestants are: Jon Alexander, 
Cora, Wyo., Phil Lyne, West 


George, Texas, J. C. Bonine, 
Husham, Mont., Frank Shep- 
person, Midwest, Wyo., Jack 
Kelley, San Francisco, Ca., and 
Big Allen Keller, Olathe, Colo. 
Their events range, from the 
All-Around Cowboy (Phil Lyne) 
to steer roping champion (Big 
Allen Keller). 


Last year the Hartnell 
Rodeo team traveled to Mon- 
tana State University in Boze- 
man, Montana for the College 
National Finals Rodeo (CNFR), 
and came out seventh in the 
national standings. 


So far this year, the Hart- 
nell team is second in the 
regional standings, with John 
Larick, of Hartnell, holding the 
Men’s All Around title by a 
nice margin of 27 points. 


(Points are awarded on a 
point per dollar basis). 


This year’s college rodeo 
season actually begins March 
22nd with Fresno State Col- 
lege sponsoring the rodeo. The 
National Finals Rodeo will 
again be held in Bozeman, 
Montana on June 19-23. 


Hartnell Rodeo team hopes 
to be right up on top when 
the time comes and do even 
better than last year. But 
rodeo, like any other sport, 
needs spectators.

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HARTNELL OKAYS REVISED COURSE 


In February 20, 1973, the 
governing board of the Hart- 
nell Community College Dis- 
trict approved revision of the 
graduation requirements for 
the Associate of Arts degree. 


Courses in physical educa- 
tion, health education and 
United States Constitution were 
dropped from the mandatory 
requirements, according to 
Dean of Instruction § Karl 
Bengston. 


Students are still required 
to complete 60 semester units 
with an average grade of C be- 
fore graduation. At least 18 
units must be in the student’s 
major and at least 12 units 
must be completed at Hartnell. 

The department chairmen 


are now in the process of de- 
veloping lists of courses which 
will be acceptable for a mini- 
mum of 15 units of general 
education which shall include 
courses in natural science, so- 
cial science, humanities and 
learning skills — English and 
mathematics. 


English requirements may 
be. satisfied by completion of 
English 1A and Speech 1A or 
six semester units of English 
and speech, including at least 
three units of composition. 
English ‘A, English 53A, Speech 
1A and Business 75 satisfy the 
three unit composition require- 
ment. An English designation 
listed under learning skills or 
humanities or a course with a

HARTS END SEASON 
IN FRUSTRATION

Hartnell’s basketball team 
ended its season on an unhappy 
note, losing to Menlo 55-53 
last Friday night at Cabrillo 
College. Since the contest was 
a playoff for the conference 
championship, and a berth in 
the State playoffs, it had to be 
played at a neutral court—such 
as Cabrillo. 

The game started off as 
though the Panthers were going 
to blow Menlo out of the gym. 
The Harts started off by spurt- 
ing to an 8-0 lead, and a few 
minutes later the margin be- 
tween the two teams had 
swelled to a 14-2 count in 
favor of Hartnell. The Oaks 
(Menlo) weren’t even able to 
get their first score of the 
night until almost five minutes 
of the contest had elapsed. 

Unfortunately the fine play 
by the Panthers didn’t con- 
tinue, thanks mostly to a fine 
performance by the Oaks, and 
some very questionable  of- 
ficiating. In fact, the officials 
didn’t even give the Harts any 
free throws in the first half, 
while Menlo got at least half 
of its game total of 28 free 
tosses in that half. It would 
be interesting to see the of- 
ficials explain that —  partic- 
ularly since every time Hart- 
nell was fouled, it was an out- 


of-bounds foul, while every 
time Menlo had a_ shooting 
foul. 


Anyway, the Oaks put on a 
rally and were able to tie the 
Harts at the end of the half 
(22-22) on a last second jump 
shot. 


“Lost Composure” 


One of the things Coach 
Len Wilkins pointed out about 
the game was that the team 
lost a great deal of its com- 
posure when floor leader 
(guard) Glen Stonebarger got 
in foul trouble in the first 
half. 

Well, “Stoney” was able to 
play for most of the second 
half, but nothing seemed to 
help the Panthers who were 
having trouble making any 
shots from the outside. The 
last time the Harts got the 
lead back was early in the 
second half at 26-25. 

After that all went wrong 
for Hartnell and right for the 
Oaks. However, if there were 
a hero for the Panthers, it 
would have to be Steve Ish, 
who time and again kept the 
Harts in the game with his un- 
canny free throw shooting. 
Although Ish only meshed two 
field goals during the game, 
he was able to land in double 
figures since he went 7 for 7 
from the free throw line. He 
finished as second leading 
scorer for Hartnell with 11. 

Mike Steinbach paced the 
team with 12 points, with sev- 
eral baskets coming in the 


~ Wrestlers Have Tremendous Season

The 1972-73 Hartnell wres- 
tling team finished the dual 
meet season with a 12-1 over- 
all record, and 7-1 in Coast 
Conference play. 


Hartnell won its final dual 
meet 36-21 against MPC two 
weeks ago. Garnett’ Young 
(167) turned out to be the hero 
as he pinned Lobo Joe Harris 
in leading the Panthers to vic- 
tory. 

Ceasar Garcia (unlimited) 
won his match when Keith 
Ericson was disqualified for 
flagrant and unnecessary rough- 
ness. Gabe Benebides (134), 
Julian Narcisso (156), Brewster 
Thompson (177), and Luther 
Norred (190) won by forfeits 
to round out the ’Cats’ scor- 
ing. 

Luz Cadena (118), Ruben 
Medina (126), Mel Tactaquin 
(142) and Manuel Marmelejo 
(188) were defeated by tough 
MPC competitors. 


With Hartnell and Gavilan 
tied for the Coast Conference 
crown, the all-important league 
meet would decide the cham- 
pionship. After a tough day 
starting in early afternoon and 
continuing through late evening 


the title came down to the last 
match of the night. 


Heavyweights Ron Horlo of 
Gavilan and Steve Correa of 
Hartnell had the weight of 
their respective teams chances 
riding on the final mat en- 
counter. Horlo, with an ex- 
cellent display of moves, 
pinned Correa to give the host 
Rams the crown as_ they fin- 
ished the tourney with 74% 
points, followed by Hartnell 
with 69%, Cabrillo 49%, MPC, 
30, and Ohlone, 22. 


After tough semi-matches in 
the afternoon, seven Panthers 
battled their way into the finals 
that night. 

Luz Cadena (118) earned a 
third place medal, while Mel 
Tactaquin (142) and Garnett 
Young (167) finished with 4th 
place honors for the Panthers 
in the preliminary matches. 


Four of the seven Harts 
ended up with second place 
honors, while three claimed 
Coast loop champions in the 
respective weight class. 

Along with Horlo’s pin of 
Correa, Julian Narcisso (150) 
and Luther Norred (190) were 
pinned by MPC’s Joe Vega 
and Gavilan’s Don Winsett, re- 
spectively. Ruben Medina 


(134) was a 13-8 loser to Bill 
Hart of MPC, 


Gabe Benebides (126), Brew- 
ter Thompson (177) and Manual 
Marmelejo (188) turned out to 
be conference champs _ after 
very impressive performances 
throughout the season.

Thompson, an_ ex-basketball 
great, continued to impress 
everyone as he kept his un- 
beaten string of victories in- 
tact with a hard fought 4-0 de- 
cision over Ohlone’s Joe Es- 
trada. Brewster was never 
threatened during the year as 
his dominance shone through 
consistently on the mat, 


Benebides, another ex-Gon- 
zales Spartan, was named the 
outstanding wrestler of the one- 
day tourney after his su- 
perior brilliance on the mat 
made life miserable for all his 
opponents. Gabe finished off 
the championship round with 
a 22-2 decision over Cabrillo’s 
Sam Villa.

The story for Hartnell, 
though, was Brewster Thomp- 
son who won a third place 
medal against the best in North- 
ern California. | Thompson 
easily disposed of No. 3 seeded 
Tom Schand, of Chabot and 
No. 4 seeded Al Loyst of Con- 
tra Costa in the first two 
rounds before losing a 10-5 de- 
cision to Fred Hale of Diablo 
Valley, the eventual 177-lb.

And while it is a “shame” 
as Coach Wilkins said that the 
Panthers couldn’t go on and 
win the State title, basketball 
fans should be thankful none- 
theless to this team — not only 
for compiling the best season’s 
won-lost record any Hartnell 
team has had in several years 
(25-5), but also for giving all 
of us a lot of thrills all season 
long.
